Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  herewith  my  Annual  Report, 
together  with  those  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  for  their  re- 
spective districts  for  1970. 

On  the  whole,  the  very  favourable  statistics  show  the  advantages 
to  health  of  life  in  a rural  environment.  The  general  death  rate  is 
significantly  low  as  always,  as  is  the  high  percentage  of  deaths  in  old 
age.  May  we  hope  that  impending  administrative  reorganisation 
will  not  introduce  too  many  of  the  disadvantages  of  urbanisation. 

The  usual  infectious  diseases  endemic  in  this  country  present 
little  anxiety  because  of  their  low  virulence  and,  in  most  cases, 
incidence.  Dysentery  and  food  poisoning  by  the  Salmonella  group 
of  organisms  still,  however,  present  some  anxiety  because  of  the 
mode  of  spread  and  the  likely  disastrous  effects  on  the  very  young 
and  elderly.  The  increasing  incidence  of  attacks  of  Salmonella 
infection  in  cattle  gives  cause  for  concern,  and  I have  reason  to  sus- 
pect that  some  cases  of  human  infection  in  this  area  are  being  spread 
either  directly  from  the  cattle,  or  through  unpasteurised  milk.  I 
would  consider  this  another  very  sound  reason  for  the  eventual 
prohibition  of  the  distribution  of  untreated  milk  to  the  public. 

Finally,  I make  no  apology  for  again  reiterating  the  need  for 
travellers  to  countries,  where  the  typhoid  and  paratyphoid  group 
of  diseases  are  endemic,  to  have  a full  course  of  protective  immunisa- 
tion against  these  diseases. 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  express  my  gratitude  to  Council 
Members,  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  fellow  Officers  for  their 
courtesy  and  help.  I am  especially  grateful  to  Miss  Baldwin  and 
Mrs.  Coombs  at  the  Health  Department  for  their  management  of 
the  office.

The  figures  relating  to  births  are  not  as  good  as  we  would  wish, 
the  live  rate  being  lower  than  average  for  the  country  and  the 
mortality  higher.  The  stillbirths  equal  the  national  average.  The 
general  death  rate  is  well  below  the  national,  over  half  being  due 
to  conditions  of  the  heart  and  circulation,  and  one-sixth  to  cancer. 
Cancer  of  the  lung,  with  three  cases,  was  the  lowest  for  many  years. 

Of  the  notifiable  infectious  diseases,  food  poisoning  gave  most 
cause  for  concern.  The  majority  of  outbreaks  were  either  imported 
from  abroad,  or  suspected  infections,  through  milk,  from  cattle. 
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REPORT  OF 

THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 

WATER  SUPPLY 

Bristol  Waterworks  Company  and  Bath  City  Corporation  are 
the  two  main  statutory  Water  Authorities  supplying  mains  water 
to  the  majority  of  the  parishes  within  the  District.  An  adequate 
supply  is  provided  by  both.  Samples  are  taken  periodically  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  reports  indicate  that  the  water  is 
free  from  bacterial  contamination. 

Neither  of  the  statutory  undertakers  adds  fluoride  to  the 
supply. 

Two  small  mains  extension  schemes  were  completed  by  the 
end  of  the  year,  one  in  Batheaston  and  the  other  to  the  hamlet  of 
Shockerwick  in  Bathford  but  all  the  domestic  connections  have  not 
yet  been  made. 

Claims  for  Grant  Aid  under  the  Rural  Water  Supplies  and 
Sewerage  Acts,  1944-65  have  been  agreed  by  the  Department  of  the 
Environment  and  the  County  Council  for  the  Whitchurch  extension 
and  the  Claverton  Village  Scheme.  Work  has  been  completed  for  the 
Whitchurch  Scheme  and  the  three  houses  in  the  Rural  District  have 
been  connected.  Mains  laying  for  the  Claverton  Scheme  and  the 
construction  of  a break  pressure  tank  are  well  advanced,  completion 
is  expected  early  in  1971. 

Two  further  Schemes  are  under  consideration,  a mains  extension 
to  a remote  part  of  Tunley  in  the  parish  of  Dunkerton  and  for  the 
village  of  Kelston. 

Grant  Aid  under  the  Rural  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage  Acts, 
1944-65  by  the  Department  of  the  Environment  and  the  County 
Council  provides  valuable  financial  aid,  without  which,  many  rural 
communities  would  lack  the  basic  facilities  of  a good  potable  water 
supply  and  a drainage  system. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Further  improvements  to  the  drainage  and  sewage  disposal 
arrangements  continue  to  be  made  where  the  effects  can  be  most 
beneficial. 

One  long  outstanding  black  spot  which  has  now  been  com" 
pleted  is  the  sewering  of  the  New  Building  Area  of  Peasedown  St. 
John.  A section  of  the  old  sewer  has  been  relaid  at  Bathampton, 
this  particular  length  had  given  trouble  over  the  years  by  sur- 
charging, especially  in  times  of  heavy  rainfall.  No  further  trouble 
has  been  recorded  since  completion. 
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The  disposal  works  at  Freshford  are  now  back  in  full  operation 
following  completion  of  the  extension  and  are  coping  adequately 
with  sewage  from  the  adjacent  part  of  Bradford  and  Melksham 
Rural  District. 

Loan  sanction  has  been  obtained  and  work  on  the  combined 
Scheme  for  Marksbury  and  Compton  Dando  is  well  under  way. 
Tender  documents  for  sewering  Hinton  Charterhouse  are  now  in 
course  of  preparation  following  recent  Grant  Approval  from  the 
Department  of  the  Environment  and  the  County  Council. 

Investigations  are  in  hand  following  a request  from  the  Bradford 
and  Melksham  Rural  District  Council  to  accept  sewage  from 
Monkton  Farleigh  into  the  Bathford  and  Batheaston  System  and 
thence  to  our  existing  discharge  into  the  Bath  City  Sewer. 

A further  investigation  under  consideration  is  the  Cam  Valley 
Scheme  for  the  Southern  part  of  the  Rural  District.  It  is  envisaged 
to  construct  a new  disposal  works  to  supersede  the  existing  small 
works  at  Peasedown  St.  John,  and  to  include  drainage  from  Tunley, 
Carlingcott  and  Dunkerton.  This  would  allow  for  further  resi- 
dential development  at  Peasedown  St.  John. 

With  our  growing  population  and  popularity  of  international 
travel  the  proper  treatment  of  sewage  is  most  essential.  In  the 
near  future  water  from  streams  and  rivers  will  be  used  increasingly 
as  a source  of  potable  water  supplies  and  we  must  ensure  that  not 
only  is  it  free  from  pathogenic  organisms  for  community  use  but 
also  for  farm  animals  and  wildlife. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  collection  of  domestic  and  trade  refuse  continues  to  be 
carried  out  in  all  parts  of  the  District  on  a weekly  basis.  Basically 
the  collections  are  of  the  “Back  Door”  system  with  skip  transfer 
arrangements. 

The  collection  of  refuse  from  the  bin  site  is  more  common  in 
the  Urban  areas,  very  few  Rural  Districts  being  prepared  to  under- 
take the  extra  work  involved  and  to  pay  the  additional  expenses 
incurred.  Although  skips  are  not  the  ideal  method  of  transferring 
refuse  from  the  bin  to  the  vehicle  it  has  distinct  advantages  in 
economy  of  time  and  materials. 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of,  without  prior  treatment,  on  our  one 
tip  by  the  controlled  method.  The  tip  is  manned  continually  during 
working  hours  and  control  is  effected  by  a Crawler  Tractor  to  ensure 
maximum  compaction  and  levelling.  Covering  material  is  supplied 
by  local  contractors  from  demolition  and  site  works. 
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Actual  available  tipping  space  is  sufficient  for  approximately 
18  months.  Negotiations  continue  for  a further  section  of  disused 
railway  cutting  adjacent  to  our  present  site,  and  if  negotiations  are 
successful  this  new  site  will  provide  suitable  tipping  facilities  for 
many  years. 

Collections  of  bulky  household  and  other  items  continue  free 
of  charge  under  the  provisions  of  the  Civic  Amenities  Act.  This 
service  is  still  proving  popular  and  is  much  appreciated  by  the 
householders  of  the  District.  It  is  also  having  the  desired  effect  of 
a reduction  in  the  amount  of  rubbish  finding  its  way  into  hedges  and 
quieter  lanes  of  the  District. 

Problems  with  abandoned  vehicles  were  experienced  and 
difficulties  arose  with  collection.  The  Council  have  neither  the 
equipment  for  collection  nor  a site  for  storage  and  the  scrap  metal 
dealers  are  finding  the  bulkiness  generally  uneconomical  at  the 
present  time.

A small  block  of  two  and  three  bedroom  flats  and  houses  has 
been  built  by  the  Council  on  the  site  of  old  cottages  recently  de- 
molished at  Marksbury.  This  type  of  development  provides  a real 
need  for  families  wishing  to  remain  in  the  villages  with  work  associa- 
tion or  domestic  ties  or  by  the  desire  only  to  live  in  and  be  part  of  a 
pleasant  village  community. 


The  policy  of  improving,  wherever  possible,  the  older  houses  is 
being  maintained.  Special  emphasis  is  not  placed  on  any  one 
section  of  housing  nor  in  any  particular  district.  Wherever  possible 
however  houses  should  be  improved  systematically  when  all  adja- 
cent premises  in  the  block  or  rank  are  brought  up  to  the  modern 
standard  at  the  same  time  and  not  done  piecemeal.

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RODENT  CONTROL 


One  Rodent  Operator  is  employed  full  time  for  dealing  with 
complaints  and  treatments  for  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice. 

Treatments  at  private  dwellings  are  carried  out  free  of  charge, 
but  work  carried  out  at  business  premises  is  done  on  a chargeable 
basis,  or  alternatively,  a contract  service  is  available. 

No  particular  difficulties  were  encountered  in  deahng  with  the 
rodent  population.  There  was  no  evidence  of  Warfarin  shyness  or 
resistance  noted  during  the  year.  The  permanent  baiting  hopper 
containers  have  again  proved  successful  as  indicated  by  the  small 
number  of  complaints  made  to  the  office.  The  system  also  allows 
for  control  of  the  fairly  large  rural  area  by  one  man  with  a van. 

From  limited  test  baitings  there  was  no  indication  of  any  sewer 
infestations. 


DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  (WASTE  FOODS)  ORDER,  1957 

There  has  been  no  change  during  the  year  in  type  of  plants  used 
for  boiling  waste  foods.  This  material  is  used  exclusively  in  the 
District  for  pig  feeding  purposes.

Provided 
these  simple  precautions  are  taken  there  is  little  risk  of  spreading 
infectious  diseases  to  the  animals. 


ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  1963 

There  are  five  licensed  Animal  Boarding  Establishments  in  the 
District  catering  for  both  cats  and  dogs. 

These  establishments  are  all  relatively  small,  catering  basically 
for  pets  whist  the  owners  are  away  from  home.  None  has  quarantine 
facilities  for  imported  animals. 


Routine  inspections  are  made  at  intervals  during  the  year. 
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GENERAL 


Little  action  has  been  necessary  under  the  Clean  Air  Acts. 
Two  notifications  were  received  under  the  provision  of  Section  3, 
one  of  which  required  alterations,  subsequently  agreed  to  by  the 
contractor.  One  notification  of  a chimney  erection  was  received 
where  a solid  fuel  plant  was  being  converted  to  oil.  Following 
consultation  a terminal  height  was  agreed. 

Isolated  complaints  were  investigated  under  the  Noise  Abate- 
ment Act,  1960  and  were  remedied,  or  reduced  to  reasonable  levels, 
by  informal  action. 

The  one  Knacker’s  Yard  continues  to  operate  satisfactorily  and 
the  Meat  (Sterilization)  Regulations,  1969,  are  being  complied  with. 

There  are  no  licensed  pet  shops  or  public  swimming  pools  in 
the  District.

Statistically,  the  Rural  District  shows  a very  favourable  picture. 
The  live  birth,  infant  mortality  and  general  death  rates  were  all 
well  on  the  right  side  of  the  national  average;  stillbirths  equalled 
this  average.  The  general  death  rate  is  indeed  the  lowest  on  record.

There  are  a small  number  of  houses  where  mains  water  is  still 
not  available  and  where  it  would  be  uneconomic  to  provide  it.  In 
these  cases,  where  unsatisfactory  results  are  received,  advice  is  given 
on  the  installation  of  individual  treatment  plants. 


SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

During  the  year  the  Council  appointed  a Sewage  Works 
Manager  to  assist  in  the  management  of  its  many  works. 

The  Farrington  Gurney/Temple  Cloud  Sewerage  Scheme  local 
investigation  was  held  by  a Ministry  Inspector  in  January,  follow- 
ing which  the  inspector  asked  for  certain  details  regarding  Trade 
Effluents  from  farms,  Farrington  Gurney  Market  and  also  for 
up-grading  of  sewer  capacities  and  pumps  to  50  g.p.d.  per  head. 
The  Consultants  were  engaged  in  active  preparation  of  the  detailed 
scheme  at  the  close  of  the  year.  Meanwhile,  it  is  now  proving 
extremely  difflcult  to  avoid  serious  nuisances  at  Hillview,  Farrington 
Gurney,  especially  during  wet  weather. 

Slow  progress  was  made  on  the  preparation  of  the  Pensford 
Sewerage  Scheme  and  also  on  the  Central  Sludge  Drying  Plant. 
It  would  seem  that  until  the  Farrington  Gurney  Scheme  is  actually 
underway,  little  solid  progress  is  likely  to  be  made  in  these  Schemes^ 

Phase  II  of  the  Glutton  Sewerage  Scheme  is  urgently  required, 
as  overloading  here  renders  the  operation  of  this  Works  extremely 
difflcult  and,  during  the  summer  months,  complaints  are  regularly 
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received.  The  reversal  of  the  Lippiatt  Lane  pumps  to  relieve  the 
Farmborough  Works  must  also  not  long  be  delayed,  as  it  is  quite 
impossible  to  reach  the  15/15  standard  in  the  summer  months 
required  by  the  Bristol  Avon  River  Authority,  with  the  present 
loading  of  the  Works.  Temporary  remedial  measures  are  also 
likely  to  be  taken  here. 

In  the  absence  of  a main  sewerage  scheme  in  the  Harptrees, 
undoubtedly  there  is  some  restriction  of  development  in  these 
villages,  and  necessitated  the  Council  having  to  instal  a further 
extended  Aeration  Plant  to  serve  the  new  Grey  Hollow  Old  Persons 
Homes.  This  Plant,  whilst  working  very  efficiently,  had  to  be  installed 
on  a relatively  small  site,  which  has  caused  attendant  problems 
from  noise. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  weekly  collection  service  throughout  the  districts  has  been 
maintained  by  two  40  cubic  yard  frieghters,  with  three  crew  to  each 
vehicle.  With  only  two  vehicles,  it  is  difficult  to  keep  the  schedule 
running,  and  a third  vehicle  is  very  necessary  in  the  next  financial 
year. 

Clearance  for  the  use  of  a railway  cutting  at  Chilcompton  on 
the  closed  Somerset/Dorset  branch  line  was  obtained  in  March,  and 
extensive  road-making  and  drainage  works  were  carried  out  to  bring 
the  tip  into  use.  This  tip  will  serve  the  south  and  south  eastern  parts 
of  the  district  for  some  years. 

Tipping  continued  at  Sutton  Hill  and  has  extended  beyond  the 
original  agreed  area,  thanks  to  the  co-operation  of  the  landowner, 
but  it  will  be  necessary  to  close  this  tip  early  in  1971.  Negotiations 
have  proceeded  with  British  Railways  since  April  for  a further  rail- 
way cutting  at  Norton  Malreward,  but  this  had  not  been  finalised 
at  the  end  of  the  year.  It  is  most  essential  to  have  a tip  either  in  the 
northern  or  central  areas,  to  replace  the  Sutton  Hill  tip  in  the 
immediate  future. 


HOUSING 

Again,  only  a small  number  of  unfit  houses  were  dealt  with,  this 
being  a reflection  on  the  general  standard  of  housing  throughout 
the  district. 

The  pace  of  Improvement  Grant  applications  increased  con- 
siderably following  the  Housing  Act  1969  although  again,  few 
tenanted  properties  were  the  subject  of  applications  for  grant.

Meat  Inspection: 

The  six  slaughterhouses  continued  to  operate,  and  the  through- 
put rose  slightly  compared  to  previous  years  particularly — and 
surprisingly— in  respect  of  horse  slaughtering  at  Cappards  Farm, 
Bishop  Sutton. 

Student  Public  Health  Inspectors  attend  the  above  slaughter- 
house to  gain  some  experience  in  the  recognition  and  inspection  of 
horse  meat. 

In  connection  with  the  two  wholesale  slaughterhouses,  there  is  a 
constant  problem  in  maintaining  hygienic  standards,  consistent  with 
increasing  throughput. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  although  the  number  of  pigs  slaugh- 
tered went  up  by  approximately  2,000,  the  small  percentage  affected 
by  Tuberculosis  went  down  considerably.

The  birth  rate  of  the  Rural  District  continues  above  the  national 
average.  Unfortunately,  there  were  five  infant  deaths  and  four 
stillbirths  in  1970,  all  of  which  were  legitimate.

WATER  SUPPLIES 

Piped  Supplies: 

Although  the  main  water  supply  was  taken  to  the  village  of 
Berkley  in  1969  it  has  been  most  disappointing  to  find  that  there 
are  still  many  properties  not  yet  connected.  Many  of  the  house- 
holders are  very  reluctant  to  connect  up  to  the  Bristol  Waterworks 
main. 

Bristol  Waterworks  prepared  a scheme  for  the  laying  of  a main 
to  Hemington,  Hardington  and  Buckland  Dinham  and  eventually 
the  work  of  providing  a main  supply  to  Hemington  was  put  in  hand. 
The  Hardington  and  Buckland  Dinham  schemes  did  not  materialize 
owing  to  the  high  cost  of  laying  the  mains  and  the  little  return  in 
the  water  rate. 

The  Bristol  Waterworks  anticipate  that  they  will  supply  the 
hamlets  of  Orchardleigh  and  Lullington  during  1971. 

During  the  year  the  water  supply  throughout  the  district 
has  been  generally  satisfactory  both  in  quantity  and  quality. 

There  are  4,343  properties  in  the  area  of  which  3,863  receive 
water  from  public  mains.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

There  are  thirteen  parishes  within  the  area  with  main  drainage 
schemes.  They  are  Beckington  (part  only),  Coleford,  Faulkland 
Kilmersdon,  Leigh  on  Mendip,  Mells  (part  only),  Norton  St.  Philip 
Nunney,  Rode,  Trudoxhill,  Upton  Noble,  Wanstrow  and  Witham 
Friary. 

There  still  remains  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  the  right  type  of 
labour  to  maintain  the  disposal  works  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

During  the  year  sewers  were  laid  at  Trudoxhill  and  Witham 
Friary  and  the  sewage  was  pumped  to  the  disposal  works  at  Nunney. 
The  latter  disposal  works  were  considerably  enlarged. 

The  laying  of  the  sewers  at  Trudoxhill  and  Witham  Friary  were 
very  necessary  in  view  of  the  heavy  pollution  which  has  taken  place 
in  the  watercourses  passing  through  each  of  the  villages. 

Proposed  Sewerage  Scheme  Beckington  (part  only): 

Unfortunately  the  proposed  scheme  for  that  part  of  Beckin^on 
which  is  unsewered  has  not  yet  materialised.  Instructions  were  given 
by  the  Council,  as  far  back  as  1967,  for  the  scheme  to  be  prepared 
and  there  seems  little  hope  of  the  scheme  being  commenced  before 
1971. 
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FUTURE  SCHEMES 


(a)  Buckland  Dinham,  Great  Elm  and  Mells  (part  only) : 

The  Council  have  requested  their  Consulting  Engineers  to 
prepare  a scheme  for  Buckland  Dinham,  Great  Elm  and  that 
part  of  Mells  unsewered.  For  this  purpose  the  Mells  disposal  works 
will  be  enlarged. 

(b)  Coleford: 

Housing  development  at  Coleford  has  caused  a serious  over- 
loading of  the  disposal  works,  and  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when 
these  works,  which  were  built  in  1937,  will  have  to  be  enlarged  and 
modernised. 


REFUSE 

Refuse  collection  is  carried  out  on  a weekly  basis  in  85%  of 
the  area  and  has  been  very  satisfactory,  apart  from  two  or  three 
periods,  when  the  crew  were  off  sick  and  a completely  new  collecting 
team  was  used.  These  latter  men  experienced  great  difficulty  because 
the  area  was  unknown,  and  isolated  houses  were  not  given  the  usual 
fortnightly  collection. 

Controlled  tipping  takes  place  at  Tellisford  and  Coleford. 
The  tip  at  Tellisford  is  reasonably  satisfactory  and  during  the  whole 
of  its  existence  (several  years)  I have  received  no  complaints  as  to 
its  condition.  It  is  ideally  situated,  completely  isolated,  and  the 
nearest  dwelling  is  about  one  mile  away. 

The  tip  at  Coleford  is  close  to  dwellings  and  only  15  yards 
from  the  Council’s  Housing  site  which  is  now  under  development. 
This,  obviously,  from  a Public  Health  point  of  view  is  far  too  close 
and  it  is  only  to  be  expected  that  complaints  have  been  received  of 
fly  infestation.  Everything  has  been  done  to  keep  this  under  control. 

Generally  I am  not  dissatisfied  with  the  tip,  and  given  sufficient 
time,  in  spite  of  difficulties,  I feel  sure  that  it  will  not  give  rise  to 
serious  complaints.  It  is  obvious  that  when  the  tip  is  so  close  to 
dwellings  it  becomes  a very  sore  point  to  the  people  living  nearby. 

Bulky  refuse  is  collected  on  request  and  special  collections  are 
made.  It  would  appear  that  the  district  as  a whole  is  quite  satisfied 
with  the  service  given.

The  average  number  of  occupants  resident  on  the  site  at  Old 
Ford  is  55.  This  site  is  exceedingly  well  maintained  and  no  com- 
plaints have  been  received  during  the  last  year. 

There  is  still  an  urgent  need  for  a further  non-residential  site 
within  the  area.  During  the  Summer  months  many  caravans  remain 
for  the  night  on  laybys.  Unfortunately,  the  Planning  Authority  do 
not  appear  to  be  conversant  with  the  need  and  there  is  no  doubt  at 
all  that  when  a new  caravan  site  is  suggested,  opposition  is  forth- 
coming from  all  quarters.  To  me  a short-sighted  policy,  as  I feel 
that  even  one  additional  site  would  reduce  the  number  of  caravans 
in  laybys  during  the  night. 


GYPSIES 

At  various  times  in  the  district  there  are  approximately  5 — 7 
gypsy  caravans  pitched  at  various  points  in  the  area,  chiefly  at  Gypsy 
Lane,  Berkley  and  Mary’s  Grave,  Chantry.  Owing  to  very  limited 
powers,  it  is  not  possible  to  move  these  gypsies  on  and  I feel  it 
inhuman  to  hound  these  itinerants  so  that  they  move  on  of  their  own 
accord. 

In  my  opinion  a small  site  is  needed  where  they  could  pitch 
their  caravans  and  remain  unmolested,  provided  they  behaved  and 
did  not  cause  a nuisance.  I have  no  doubt  that  wherever  a site  is 
suggested  there  will  be  strong  objections  from  nearby  dwellers. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS 

A full-time  rodent  operator  is  not  employed  by  the  Council,  but 
on  receipt  of  complaints  a member  of  the  outdoor  staff  carries  out 
the  necessary  treatment.  Disinfestation  is  carried  out  periodically 
at  the  Council’s  Refuse  Tips  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works.  The 
service  provided,  although  cheap,  seems  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  area. 

KNACKERS  YARD 

Regular  inspections  are  carried  out  at  the  one  knackers  yard  in 
the  district,  which  is  situated  at  The  Mount,  Frome.  Although  a 
few  isolated  complaints  have  been  made  during  the  year,  on  investiga- 
tion the  complaints  arose  when  the  owner  of  the  premises  was  de- 
sludging  his  tanks.  The  knackers  yard  is  very  well  maintained 
and  a steam  treatment  plant  sterilises  all  the  meat  in  accordance 
with  the  Meat  (Sterilization)  Regulations,  1969.

Numerous  complaints  have  been  received  regarding  the  amount 
of  dust  from  the  quarries  within  the  area  and  observations  have 
shown  that  the  position  does  not  improve. 

To  me  it  is  obvious  that  increased  production  means  increased 
dust  emission  and  I feel  that  certain  quarry  owners  have  not  given 
their  full  co-operation;  and  although  I am  satisfied  that  there  is  no 
nuisance  under  the  Public  Health  Acts,  the  conditions  arising  are  not 
in  keeping  with  the  amenities  one  expects  in  Rural  England.

As  usual  the  birth  rate  maintained  a very  high  level,  in  fact  the 
highest  for  many  years.  Unfortunately  there  were  nine  infant 
deaths.  The  death  rate  was  well  below  the  national  average,  and  half 
were  75  years  of  age  and  over.  The  causes  of  death  were  more 
general  than  usual,  less  due  to  coronary  heart  disease  and  only  five 
cases  of  cancer  of  the  lung. 

Infectious  diseases  had  a high  incidence  in  the  district.  There 
was  quite  a heavy  toll  of  measles  after  a very  low  occurrence  the 
previous  year.  This  however  follows  the  normal  pattern  of  biennial 
epidemic.  There  was  an  unpleasant  outbreak  of  dysentery  in  the 
spring  and  early  summer,  mainly  affecting  children  in  one  school. 
Fortunately  we  were  able  to  keep  it  under  control  without  having  to 
close  the  school,  much  credit  for  this  being  due  to  the  co-operation 
of  the  acting  head-teacher  and  staff.

With  the  establishment  of  the  new  Seebohm-type  Social  Services 
Departments,  it  is  important  to  remember  that  a good  home  is  the 
primary  necessity  for  a good  life  and  the  base  on  which  all  pubhc 
and  social  services  build:  education,  welfare,  child  care,  probation, 
social  security.  Unfortunately,  the  price  of  better  conditions  is 
higher  rents  and  rates. 

Bad  housing  is  the  worst  of  social  injustices.  Its  elimination 
from  the  Urban  District  continued  during  the  year  with  the  declara- 
tion of  the  Paul  Street  Clearance  Area  involving  ten  unfit  houses  of 
the  most  sordid  type.  Perhaps  of  interest,  in  this  context,  is  a recent 
definition  of  “slum” : a state  of  structural  or  environmental  decay, 
brought  about  by  economic,  social  and  other  factors,  below  the  level 
of  fitness  for  purpose  at  which  remedial  palliatives  might  be  accept- 
able. 


Work  started  on  the  redevelopment  of  a previously  cleared  area 
of  Trinity,  with  the  building  of  22  three-bedroomed  houses  and  12 
single-bedroomed  elderly  persons’  flats,  centrally  heated  by  water  in 
pipes  and  radiators  from  an  oil-fired  district  heating  boiler.

Rodent  Control: 

During  the  year,  914  properties  were  inspected  and  several  sewer 
treatments  were  carried  out.  Warfarin-resistance  was  found  in  mice 
on  two  occasions.  This  has  been  largely  overcome  by  the  use  of 
Alpha-Chlorolosc. 
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Water  Supplies: 

There  are  two  sources  of  supply,  Old  Ford  and  Egford.  The 
Old  Ford  source  supplies  the  northern  area  of  the  town,  the  Egford 
supplies  the  rest  of  the  town.  The  Bristol  Waterworks  Company 
owns  and  distributes  the  supplies.  The  natural  fluoride  content  of 
the  Frome  supply  is  0.05  p.p.m.  When  the  fluoridation  of  public 
water  supplies  was  last  discussed,  the  Council  resolved  in  favour 
of  it.  No  action  had  to  be  taken  in  respect  of  any  form  of  con- 
tamination during  the  year. 

Only  26  of  the  town’s  stock  of  homes  are  not  supplied  directly 
with  a piped  indoor  mains  supply.  These  26  are  served  by  outdoor 
mains  standpipes.

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal: 

Works  of  enlargement  and  improvement  of  the  town’s  sewage 
disposal  plant  have  been  progressing  satisfactorily.  It  is  expected 
that  the  works  will  be  completed  during  February,  1971. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  Kerbside  System  is  used  to  collect  refuse  in  the  Urban 
District.  Though  economically  effective  and  extremely  efficient  in 
frequency  of  weekly  collection,  it  turns  the  householder  ratepayer 
into  a do-it-yourself  dustman-humper.  Environmentally,  dustbins 
standing  at  the  kerb  are  an  eyesore,  obstruct  the  pavement,  con- 
tribute to  the  litter  problem  on  windy  days,  excite  the  curiosity  of 
stray  dogs  and  cats,  and  withal  signify  an  indifference  to  hygiene. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  at  a controlled  tip  in  open  country. 


SUPERVISION  AND  INSPECTION  OF  FOOD 
Milk  Samples: 

There  are  four  registered  distributors,  all  retailing  heat-treated 
milks.  Somerset  County  Council  took  23  samples,  which  were  all 
satisfactory. 
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Ice-Cream: 

There  are  sixty-three  registered  premises.  There  is  one  factory, 
which  continues  to  maintain  a very  high  standard  of  hygiene. 

Slaughterhouse : 

Throughput  increased  by  98  Cattle  units  over  the  previous 
year.  A 100%  inspection  of  the  animals  slaughtered  was  achieved. 
The  quality  of  the  meat  handled  was  maintained  at  a high  level. 

Poultry  Inspection: 

There  are  no  poultry  processing  premises  within  the  Urban 
District. 

Factories  Act,  1937-61: 

There  were  91  factories  on  the  Council’s  register  as  at  31st 
December,  1970,  an  increase  of  3 over  the  previous  year. 

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

In  the  main,  employers  readily  co-operated  in  securing  com- 
pliance with  statutory  requirements,  though  this  was  not  always 
easy  in  split-level  old  buildings  in  cramped  surroundings,  originally 
designed  for  some  other  purpose.  Of  the  six  premises  using  lifts, 
none  at  the  time  of  inspection  had  been  issued  with  a Certificate 
of  Approval  by  the  appropriate  insurers.  Two  of  the  lifts  were 
actually  dangerous  and  prompt  corrective  measures  had  to  be 
taken.

If  Food  Hygiene  means  taking  all  measures  necessary  for  en- 
suring the  safety,  wholesomeness  and  soundness  of  food  at  all  stages 
from  its  production  to  consumption,  inspection  begins  with  helping 
food  handlers  realize  these  measures  by  their  own  actions  and  efforts 
from  an  understanding  of  the  principles  of  cleanliness,  freedom  from 
contamination,  and  temperature  control.  Many  premises  have  neither 
the  equipment  nor  space  to  make  possible  the  complete  separation 
of  raw  and  cooked  foods.  Food  handlers  in  these  premises  must 
understand  the  dangers  of  cross-contamination  from  raw  to  cooked 
foods  and  take  steps  to  minimize  them,  including  the  frequent  and 
effective  cleaning  of  equipment  and  utensils.  Locally,  trying  to  do 
too  much  in  too  small  a space  is  a common  shortcoming. 

Two  prosecutions  were  taken  during  the  year;  both  successful. 
One  was  for  the  sale  of  a mouldy  sausage  roll  and  the  other  for  the 
use  of  unregistered  premises  for  the  preparation  and  sale  of  fried 
fish.  Fines  of  £10  and  £20  were  imposed  on  the  offenders  respec- 
tively.

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NOISE 

A petition  from  nearby  residents  complaining  of  excessive  noise 
from  the  night-time  working  of  the  Wallbridge  Railway  Yard  for 
the  loading  and  unloading  of  stone  quarried  locally  was  investigated. 
A series  of  sound  level  measurements  taken  outside  the  nearest  win- 
dow of  the  occupied  dwelling  closest  to  the  yard  ranged  from 
50 — 70  dBA.  Negotiations  resulted  in  the  discontinuance  of  night- 
time working. 

A similar  complaint  as  to  factory  noise  was  ameliorated  by 
requesting  the  Company  concerned  to  eliminate  or  double-glaze 
certain  lantern  lights  and  windows,  construct  baffle-walling,  fit 
anti-vibration  mountings,  and  improve  boiler  settings  to  reduce 
combustion-chamber  roar. 


AIR  POLLUTION 

Iron  smut  emission  from  a factory  chimney  stack  occurred 
periodically  and  caused  unsightly  persistent  rust  stains  on  masonry 
and  gravestones  in  the  vicinity. 

The  Company  was  asked  to  consider  improving  stack  insulation 
to  reduce  in-flue  condensation  and  instal  an  Alkajector  to  inject  at 
the  stack  base  alkaline  powders  to  neutralize  the  acids  and  prevent 
agglomeration.

The  statistics  for  the  Urban  District  show  a very  favourable 
all-round  picture. 

The  birth  rate  showed  an  appreciable  increase  over  the  past  few 
years,  although  not  quite  up  to  the  national  average.  Infant  deaths 
were  remarkably  few,  and,  as  always,  well  below  the  average. 
The  general  death  rate  also  was  the  lowest  for  several  years.  Nearly 
sixty  per  cent  were  due  to  heart  and  circulatory  conditions  and 
twenty  per  cent  to  cancer  (thirty-one  cases  of  which  seven  were 
of  the  lung). 

The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  was  very  moderate  except 
for  measles  which  showed  a figure  parallel  with  the  national  biennial 
epidemic.

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  total  rainfall  for  the  year  as  recorded  at  the  Council  Depot, 
Unity  Road,  Keynsham,  was  30.03  inches  which  was  about  the 
average  for  recent  years. 

The  whole  of  the  Urban  District  is  within  the  area  of  supply  of 
the  Bristol  Waterworks  Company  and  with  the  exception  of  minor 
main  extensions  to  new  housing  estates,  no  changes  have  occurred. 

There  has  been  no  deficiency  in  quality  or  quantity  and  frequent 
bacteriological  examination  has  revealed  no  evidence  of  con- 
tamination. Chemical  analysis  indicated  that  the  water  was  moder- 
ately soft,  slightly  alkaline  with  no  plumbo-solvent  action. 


SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

No  major  works  of  extension  or  maintenance  on  the  sewerage 
and  sewage  disposal  systems  have  been  undertaken  during  the  year. 

The  majority  of  the  sewage  from  the  district  passes  through  the 
treatment  works  at  Unity  Road.  Regular  samples  of  the  effluent 
have  been  examined  by  the  Public  Analyst  and  the  reports  indicated 
that  treatment  processes  were  satisfactory. 

Work  on  the  final  phase  of  sewer  reconstruction  at  the  eastern 
end  of  the  district  and  extension  of  the  disposal  works  is  expected 
to  start  in  September  1971. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

There  has  been  little  change  in  the  routine  of  domestic  refuse 
collection  during  the  year.  Weekly  collections  throughout  the 
district  and  twice  weekly  collections  from  shopping  areas  have  been 
maintained  by  two  collecting  vehicles  and  nine  men. 

The  once  weekly  request  collections  of  furniture  and  other  bulky 
items  have  also  continued.  So  far  the  majority  of  requests  have  been 
answered  within  two  weeks  at  most,  but  the  demand  is  increasing 
steadily  and  it  may  be  necessary  to  extend  the  service  in  the  near 
future. 

To  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Civic  Amenities  Act, 
1967  facilities  have  been  made  available  at  the  Unity  Road  Depot 
for  residents  to  deposit  rubbish,  including  old  cars,  at  any  time.

The  live  birth  and  still  birth  rates  in  the  Urban  District  were 
well  on  the  right  side  of  the  national  average.  Unfortunately  the 
infant  mortality  was  somewhat  higher  than  the  average,  after  a 
particularly  low  figure  for  the  previous  year. 

The  death  rate  was  slightly  below  the  average,  diseases  of  the 
heart  and  circulation  constituting  half  the  causes.  One  quarter  were 
attributed  to  cancer  (thirty-four,  of  which  nine  were  of  the  lung) 
infectious  disease  notifications  were  quite  moderate.  No  outbreaks 
of  any  severity  occurred ; a mild  outbreak  of  dysentery  affected  some 
children  in  one  school,  and  was  kept  well  under  control.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

With  the  rapid  development  within  the  urban  area  and  because 
of  the  inadequacy  of  sewage  disposal  works  at  Radstock  and 
Midsomer  Norton,  overloading  of  the  plants  was  producing  poor 
effluent  standards. 
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In  designing  a new  plant  the  consultants  based  their  estimates 
on  a population  of  20,000  by  1981  and  a final  population  of  30,000 
to  reside  within  the  urban  boundaries  as  known  today.  It  was 
considered  that  the  ultimate  plan  should  be  for  one  disposal  works 
to  serve  the  complete  district,  the  decision  taken  was  to  embark  on  a 
scheme  that  would  at  some  future  date  permit  the  old  works  at 
Midsomer  Norton  to  be  phased  out  of  commission. 

The  first  stage  of  these  proposals  was  completed  with  the 
inauguration  of  the  new  Radstock  Sewage  Treatment  Works  in 
October  1970,  which  are  designed  to  treat  the  flow  from  10,000 
population. 

Together  with  these  works  a new  trunk  sewer  was  laid,  linking 
the  two  districts  of  Midsomer  Norton  and  Radstock;  at  present 
its  use  will  be  confined  to  relieve  the  other  works  in  part. 

Stage  2 of  the  ultimate  scheme  will  bring  the  new  works  up  to  a 
capacity  of  dealing  with  the  flow  from  a population  of  20,000  with 
the  final  discontinuation  of  the  Midsomer  Norton  works. 

The  final  and  third  stage  when  required  will,  by  the  addition  of 
further  units  to  the  new  works  enable  the  sewage  of  a population  of 
30,000  to  be  adequately  dealt  with. 

Other  major  works  included  in  the  present  contract  was  the 
laying  of  the  Waterside  Valley  sewer  which  for  the  first  time  will 
open  up  large  areas  of  land  for  residential  and  industrial  development. 

The  total  cost  of  the  works  completed  within  Stage  1 of  this 
scheme  was  £350,000. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

It  is  estimated  that  3,952  tons  of  domestic  refuse  and  2,288 
tons  of  trade  refuse  have  to  be  collected  and  disposed  of  annually, 
as  part  of  the  public  cleansing  service. 

A weekly  refuse  bin  collection  is  provided  for  all  domestic 
premises  and  this  service  is  maintained  by  two  modern  freighters. 
A third  vehicle  held  as  a spare  is  also  hired  to  adjoining  authorities 
to  assist  their  refuse  collection  transport  when  under  pressure. 

The  trade  refuse  collection  and  disposal  is  operated  according 
to  the  requirements  of  commercial  premises  and  local  industries 
and  the  actual  cost  of  collecting  is  charged. 

The  controlled  refuse  tip  at  Waterside  has  proved  to  have  limited 
space  and  the  life  of  the  tip  will  be  completed  in  advance  of  that 
estimated,  consequently  other  means  of  disposal  or  land  for  tipping 
will  be  required  during  1971.  With  the  difficulties  of  finding  tipping 
sites  a joint  incineration  scheme  has  been  agreed  in  principle  with  the 
Frome  Urban  District  Council.  The  plant  is  to  be  located  in  Frome 
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and  will  be  designed  and  installed  by  a commercial  undertaking  who 
will  provide  the  incinerating  plant  for  local  authorities  on  a re- 
chargeable basis,  designed  to  suit  the  requirements  and  number  of 
authorities  participating.

Circular  92/69  required  local  authorities  to  submit  their  pro- 
posals for  clearing  unfit  houses  that  still  remained  within  their 
districts  during  a four  year  programme  1970/73,  together  with  making 
a new  vigorous  attack  on  the  whole  problem  of  unsatisfactory  hous- 
ing by  using  the  new  powers  contained  within  the  Housing  Act 
1969  to  secure  Improvement  Areas  and  increasing  the  number  of 
dwellings  brought  up  to  standard  with  the  aid  of  grants. 

As  a basis  of  clearing  remaining  slums  within  the  district  over  a 
four  year  period,  65  dwellings  have  been  detailed  to  be  dealt  with 
mainly  by  means  of  Clearance  Areas. 

The  Housing  environment  problems  associated  with  Welton  and 
Bell  Vue  still  exist  and  require  a comprehensive  scheme  of  clearance 
and  improvement  taking  into  account  the  future  use  of  land  and 
planning  proposals  for  the  area,  physical  and  fitness  standards  of 
dwellings  and  other  buildings,  provision  of  access  roads,  traffic 
junctions  and  parking  facilities.  In  only  this  way  will  this  area  as  a 
whole  be  improved  to  a standard  of  satisfactory  housing  and 
environment  and  bring  a revised  and  new  life  to  this  area  which  now 
exists  of  badly  planned,  wasted  land,  poor  access  and  derelict 
properties  without  an  overall  plan  or  future  of  forward  and  com- 
prehensive re-development.

With  the  advent  of  larger  monetary  grants  and  the  national 
pubhcity  given  to  improvement  grants,  there  has  been  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  enquiries  made  by  members  of  the  public,  in 
many  instances  they  were  misled  by  the  publicity  as  to  what  they 
understood  came  within  the  provisions  of  grant  aid. 

1970  saw  the  largest  number  of ‘Discretionary  Grants’  approved 
within  the  urban  district  during  a single  year  since  grants  have  been 
in  operation. 

If  however  the  plans  for  restoration,  improvement  of  older  houses 
local  environment  and  the  provision  of  urban  amenities  are  to 
succeed  by  the  implication  of  Improvement  Areas,  if  applied  to  this 
area  with  a predominantly  large  number  of  terrace  and  pre-1920 
constructed  houses  it  is  doubtful  that  this  can  be  achieved  with  the 
present  financial  climate  and  limited  resources  available  to  embark 
upon  such  a scheme.  This  could  only  result  in  greater  housing 
problems  to  the  future.

The  quality  and  condition  of  the  animals  slaughtered  within 
the  two  private  slaughter  houses  in  the  district  remain  at  a high  level. 
It  is  noted  from  records  that  evidence  of  tuberculosis  has  now  been 
absent  for  a period  of  six  years  and  in  the  case  of  Cysticercosis  no 
evidence  has  been  seen  during  the  past  four  years.  Ministry  Veterin- 
ary Officers  have  visited  the  slaughter  houses  twice  during  the  year 
and  on  each  occasion  a satisfactory  report  was  received. 
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With  100  per  cent  meat  inspection  being  maintained,  with 
capable  and  efficient  slaughtermen,  owners  who  take  pride  in  pro- 
ducing quality  meat  and  high  standards  of  hygiene,  the  result  is  two 
most  satisfactorily  run  private  slaughter  houses.  In  these  days  of 
keen  competition  within  the  trade  and  preference  for  large  units,  it 
is  rare  still  to  have  small  establishments  carrying  on  the  old  traditions.

Fifteen  complaints  were  made  by  members  of  the  public  that 
food  purchased  from  retail  traders  was  unfit  for  human  consumption. 
The  foods  involved  were  bread,  meat  pie,  butter,  confectionery, 
cheese,  corned  beef,  turkey,  plums,  apples,  sausage  rolls  and  tinned 
fruit.  In  all  cases  informal  action  was  taken  after  detailed  investiga- 
tion, and  measures  taken  to  prevent  a recurrence.  In  three  cases  the 
food  was  determined  to  be  satisfactory  and  the  remaining  twelve 
cases  were  dealt  with  informally  and  advice  given  to  prevent  similar 
breakdowns. 

Food  Hygiene: 

All  food  premises  are  visited  throughout  the  year,  and  as  a 
result  29  informal  notices  were  made  requesting  improvements.  A 
food  hygiene  advice  sheet  was  circulated  to  all  shops  in  the  area, 
briefly  setting  out  procedure  expected  in  the  storage  and  sale  of 
perishable  meat  products. 

Over  reliance  upon  refrigeration  can  give  a false  impression  of 
keeping  quality.  It  must  be  emphasised  that  there  is  no  substitute 
for  proper  stock  rotation  or  sound  hygienic  practices.  Traders  are 
advised  to  introduce  their  own  simple  coding  system  in  order  to 
keep  a check  on  the  age  of  any  product  subject  to  spoilage.  The 
department  surveyed  food  shops  and  expressed  concern  at  the 
retailing  of  frozen  poultry  by  window  display,  the  danger  involved 
not  being  so  obvious  to  the  retailer  and  the  general  public.  This 
practice  whilst  having  the  benefit  of  a quick  sale  appeal  has  the  dis- 
advantage of  the  premature  thawing  out  of  the  product.  No  par- 
ticular hazard  of  course  would  arise  if  the  birds  were  sold  and  cooked 
on  the  same  day,  but  as  this  aspect  is  uncontrolled,  a situation  could 
arise  where  the  delay  between  thawing  out  and  cooking  is  so  exces- 
sive, that  the  multiplication  of  organisms,  in  what  would  be  a near 
perfect  environment  for  that  purpose,  could  reach  a level  likely  to 
give  rise  to  food  poisoning. 
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The  housewife  is  therefore  well  advised  to  buy  frozen  birds 
displayed  for  sale  from  a refrigerated  cabinet,  preferably  for  use 
within  24  hours  of  purchase. 

Ice-Cream : 

52  premises  are  registered  for  the  retail  sale  and  storage  of  ice 
cream;  with  only  two  exceptions  all  are  selling  ice  cream  manu- 
factured and  prepacked  by  national  brand  known  companies. 

59  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  at 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Bath.  A methylene  Blue  test  results 
as  given  below,  show  that  93%  of  the  samples  were  satisfactory.

THE  IMPORTED  FOOD  REGULATIONS  1968 

Imports  of  cheese  from  Canada  and  Eire  are  made  to  a local 
warehouse  in  sealed  containers  which  are  not  required  to  be  examined 
by  the  Port  Health  Authority. 

Examination  is  carried  out  by  the  officers  of  this  local  authority, 
and  during  the  year  31  containers  holding  509  tons  of  cheese  were 
inspected,  and  found  to  be  in  good  condition.

An  additional  pool  has  been  provided  in  the  district  at  the  St. 
Nicholas  Junior  School,  Radstock. 

Three  of  the  school  pools  have  fibreglass  covers  and  two  are 
heated  by  off  peak  electricity.  Originally  most  of  the  pools  attached 
to  the  schools  had  a P.V.C.  lining  laid  over  a sand  base,  which  have 
proved  troublesome  over  the  years  and  with  one  exception  have  been 
replaced  with  waterproofed  cement/concrete. 
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The  school  pools  were  sampled  at  the  start  of  the  bathing  season, 
and  their  bacteriological  condition  was  shown  to  be  satisfactory. 
One  doubtful  sample  was  obtained  from  the  Welton  County  Primary 
School,  but  this  was  at  a time  prior  to  the  pool  being  chlorinated 
ready  for  use. 

Twelve  samples  were  taken  from  the  Council  Swimming  pool 
and  four  of  these  were  found  to  be  below  standard.  The  growth  of 
algae  at  one  time  was  very  noticeable  and  chemical  tests  indicated 
that  the  residual  chlorine  level  was  quite  low.  It  was  possible  to 
maintain  an  improved  standard  once  the  algae  growth  had  been 
checked  and  all  samples  taken  from  June  onwards  were  satisfactory. 


Clean  Air: 

Informal  action  was  taken  on  several  occasions  in  respect  of 
industrial  plants  emitting  dark  smoke  in  excess  of  the  statutory 
limits.  In  two  cases  this  has  been  a recurrent  problem  for  a number 
of  years,  although  plans  are  now  in  hand  to  replace  one  of  these 
boilers  with  a new  enlarged  plant  designed  to  burn  oil. 

The  difficulties  of  incinerating  woodwaste  by  manual  stoking 
present  a number  of  obstacles  which  often  demand  smoke  observa- 
tions, but  some  improvement  has  been  made  this  year  following 
representations  to  the  company. 

An  unpleasant  smoke  emission  resulted  from  the  burning  of 
tyres  at  a local  garage.  This  practice  has  now  ceased  following 
visits  from  the  department. 

One  application  was  made  for  the  approval  of  a new  chimney 
during  the  year,  and  it  was  deemed  necessary  to  increase  the  pro- 
posed height  by  15  feet  (i.e.  25%  more)  in  accordance  with  the 
Ministry  Memorandum  on  Height  of  Chimneys. 


Noise  Abatement: 

The  safeguarding  of  the  environment  also  includes  noise,  and 
four  complaints  were  made  by  the  public  of  excessive  noise.  These 
complaints  ranged  from  barking  dogs  being  left  in  a house  and 
annoying  neighbours  to  industrial  plants  in  need  of  noise  suppres- 
sion. Co-operation  was  obtained  from  the  factory  owners  to  take 
measures  to  reduce  the  vibration  noise  resulting  from  an  air  com- 
pressor and  a fan  serving  a cyclone  dust  collector. 


Rodent  and  Pest  Control: 

Resistance  to  Warfarin  by  rodents  does  not  appear  to  have  arisen 
in  this  area  although  a few  infestations  of  house  mice  have  proved 
difficult  to  eradicate. 
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Rat  infestation  of  the  sewers  occurred  in  three  cases,  all  being 
connected  with  properties  which  were  derelict  or  demolished. 
Remedial  works  were  necessary  and  test  baits  laid  in  the  areas 
following  these  produced  satisfactory  results. 

A Council  policy  has  now  been  adopted  to  seal  off  all  connec- 
tions from  the  main  sewer  following  demolition  works  as  a measure 
to  prevent  rat  infestations  of  derelict  sites. 

It  is  of  interest  to  observe  how  this  local  authority  service  to  the 
community  has  changed  over  the  past  decade,  from  a service  pro- 
vided by  a man  on  foot  carrying  a bucket  containing  bait  with  his 
dog  at  his  heels.  Today  the  Rodent  Operator  has  his  own  transport 
and  is  fully  trained  in  all  modern  methods  of  pest  control  providing 
an  efficient  public  service.
